1 . This communication is responsive to the amendment filed on June 26, 
2005. Claims 1,2,6,7,9,13 and 20 have been amended. Claims 22-30 have been 
newly added. Claims 1-30 are now pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 1-5 are drawn to data accessing using interconnected networks, 
classified in class 709, subclass 218. 

II. Claims 6-30 is drawn to network resources access controlling, classified in 
class 709, subclass 229. 

Combination-Subcombination 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions group I and group II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
claimed (Invention (I) A set top box comprising: receiving content from network, 
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sending signal to a television, remote manager detect resource and 
communicate to remote location) does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination (Invention (II)) as claimed because the Invention (I) do not rely 
upon the specific details (receiving first item of information associated to set top 
box at remote location; comparing with second item of information and 
communicating instruction associated with the resource) of the subcombination 
for their patentability. 

The subcombination has separate utility such as a method for 
communicating with a remote set top box including: receiving first item of 
information associated to set top box at remote location; comparing with second 
item of information and communicating instruction associated with the resource. 

Conclusion To All Restriction Requirements 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purpose as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. Applicant is required under U.S.C. 121 to elect a single group disclosed as 
described above for prosecution on the merits because each of the groups 
requires different search in different class and subclasses.
